1821 Jack Randall defeated Jack
Martin in 1st round in Enjgland. This
was the final ring battle of the carjeer
of Rarfdall, the original' "Nonpareil,"
who was the greatest middleweight of
his time. He 'fought a dozen great
battles in all, and was never defeated,
retiring from , (the game with all his
laurels still' intact. Only 5 feet 6 in.
ches in height, and weighing at his
best only .150' poJnds, Randall was
considered one of the greatest fight-
ers of a century ago. Jack Martin,
his last opponent was also a good
enough, to cope with the Nonpareil.
In their frst meeting, pulled off in
1819, Randall put Martin to! sleep in
19 rounds. At the second bout Ran-
dall rushed in and landed a blow al-

most immediately whioh put 'Martin
on the blink. After quitting the ring
Randell opened a famous sporting re-
sort in London called "The- Hole in
the Wall." which was for years a fa-
vorite gathering place of the sporting,
